The persons in the know usu- 
ally pay no attention to other tips or even the form of 
the other horses in the race, but go into the betting 
ring confident that they will come away with bundles 
of the long green. hey watch the bookmakers like so 
many panthers, and when the odds have seemingly 
reached the zenith they makea wild rush to get aboard. 
At first the book makers accept the wagers nonchalant- 
ly, but if the flood of coin is of too great a volume they 
grow wary and chop the odds, finally refusing to take 
further wagers. But it often occurs that somebody 
else bas a similar good thing in the race which is 
played with equal confidence, while the public sticks to 
The running of the race, however, shows that 
an outsider unbacked at 
ridiculously long odds comes home in a romp. 

To a poor owner a “killing”? means practically noth- 
ing if one of his horses takes part in it. He has noth- 
ing to bet, but usually interests the wealthier plungers 
who have money to risk on such ventures, In a word 
he is willing to let the others have the betting privi- 
leges providing they place for him a comparatively 
small wager that will amount to enough to meet cur- 
rent stable expenses. There been many cases at 
the local tracks where an owner of a horse backed from 
15 to 1 down to threes or twos was satisfied to pocket 
the purse and perhaps $1,000 in bets, while other play- 
ers who had been let in on the cinch took one hundred 
times thisamount from the ring. But if one of these

* Race track rumors have emptied many a pocket- 
book. It you want to be right, stick to yourown Jude- 
ment, play form and avoid the good things, for nearly 
all of them are pitfalls for the unwary.”

A HARD GAME 


A Grappler Cannot Be An Expert 
and a Gentleman.

Jim Corbett, Kid McCoy, Frank Erne and others 
quite too numerous to mention, have definitely settled 
the controversy that a fighter can be a gentleman, but 
by some eccentricity of fate a wrestler cannot, if the 
opinions of three admittedly great experts at the ‘‘grap- 
pling’’ game are worthy of credence, according to a 
writer on the Detroit News, who seems to have taken 
sume pains to have this mooted question satisfactorily 
disposed of. According to him this trio of leading ex- 
ponents of the mat game have, by a rather peculiar 
coincidence, voiced practically the same sentiments on 
the matter. 

Harvey Parker, the Littke Demon, who has prob- 
ably been engaged in more matches than any other 
man in the country, gave bis opinion while talking to 
another wrestier who said he would not follow the 
game if he could not be a gentlemen. 

*Drop it then,” advised Harvey, “drop it quickly. 
You can’t be a gentleman any more than you «an bea 
fighter and be one. We’re all out for the money—at 
least I am—and the two don’t hitch very well inthe 
‘rassling’ game.”’ - 

Frank Gotch, in a signed article issued a short time 
ago, said that present-day wrestling is the most brutal 
of all sports, far surpassing fighting in cruelty. 
| Bobbie Reakes, however, known as the high priest of 
the ‘rasslers’ union, and really a thrifty man of means, 
who, up in Benton Harbor, Mich., is known as a hotel 
keeper more than he is a professional wrestler, has 
| probably the most unique views of all, 

“Frankly, I don’t like the business.”” he said. ‘%’m 
in it because I’m still good at it and there’s money in 
it. Those who know me, know what I am and what 
others who don’t know me say about me because of 
my wrestling I don’t care. 

“No, sir, a wrestler and a fighter cannot be a gentle- 
man. Mostof them are noteven men in the rough, 
let alone being gentlemen. 

“Here’s a funny thing. Did you ever notice how 
every fighter, in the lightweight class, for instance, 
| draws the color line whenever Joe Gans says ‘Hello.’ 
Every one of them puts bimself above a negro, in the 
fighting game. 

“In other things they have utterly no thought of 
their respectability. Punching a white man’s head off 
is respectable, bitting a negroin the same way is de- 
grading—it is not the work of a gentleman. 

“That is about as much as their pleas of gentlemanli- 
ness go. Asa matter of fact, they’re afraid. Being a 
gentleman is a good excuse, but it’s pretty well worn 
by this time.”
